ONSUL H AYN ES, of Nan­ 
king, China, writing to the 
Department of Commerce 
mid Labor on the subject 
of silk culture, gives the 
approved Chinese methods 
in order that their success may be imi­ 
tated in our Southern States, where 
North Carolina is already stimulating 
the industry. 
He says: 
“ The climate of several of our South- 
WU States is si in ii.'lr to that portion 
of China where mulberry trees m ow 
most luxuriantly, where the silkworm 
is eastst raised, and where the finest 
and most silk is made. 
In many sec­ 
tions of the South mulberry trees grow 
luxuriantly, but the American, called 
Urn most ingenious of men. allows the 
frost to destroy the leaves which, with

flower.

worms of this is very small in quan­ 
tity. and cannot be bought in 
the 
market. 
It is made into cloth for pri­ 
vate individuals, and when m anufac­ 
tured has a slight aroma, which the 
natives say makes it moth proof. 
’’An expert iii silk at Canton 
wrote 
saying there 
were so many different varieties of 
silkworms In China that for an e n ­ 


quire no more feeding, but begin spin­ 
ning their cocoons, which, when fin­ 
ished, are boiled, to soften and kill the 
worms (larva). 
If not 
killed, 
this 
worm gnaws through the cocoon, ruin­ 
ously cutting the threads. 
Silk raisers 
allow many to do this in order to get 
o£gs, as they are laid only by the 
liberated moth. 
The seed must be kept 
warm 
during 
winter. 
Occasionally 
they are carried in the pocket to re­ 
ceive the warmth of the body, some­ 
times in the bed, but generally in a 
box. Too much warmth hatches the 
The silkworm ’s life is from forty­ 
five to fifty days—five spent in spin­ 
ning, ten as a chrysalis in a cocoon, 
, am* the remainder as a caterpillar. 
When first hatched, it is tiny and 
black; when ready to spin it is about 
two inches long. 
Hatching is in the 
morning and in a well-ventilated room. 
Often mulberry-leaf dust is sprinkled 
on the paper, so that the fragrance of 
the leaf may attract the young. 
They 
are then transferred to a pan and 
placed in a dry. warm place. The eggs 
remaining on the paper are daily treat­ 
ed in the same 
w ay 
until all are 
hatched. 
Flies should 
be carefully 
kept aw ay from the worms; they also 
dislike strangers and loud talking. The 
ailments of silkworms are due mostly 
to sudden changes of temperature. The 
leaves should never be fed with the 
morning dew on them, 
and 
leaves 
picket1 in the afternoon dry rapidly 
md overheat the worms. 
The leaves 
should bt* picked in the morning when 
the dew has been evaporated by me 
mn. 
The blossoms of the wild silver 
flower (a species of honeysuckle) and 
licorice root steeped in w ater are used 
to sprinkle over the mulberry 
before they are given to the young 
[Worms. 
These are believed to 
ti ca cions in preventing the 
ailments of the worms. 
S’ometb irs the eggs are sprinkled 
with pulverized 
lime. 
which, 
being 
dusted off. is followed by a covering 
of cold baked salt and a soaking for 
some ten days in cold tea. 
Afterwards 
clean w ater is slowly poured over 
them to remove the salt. 
They are 
then dried, 
folded between wadded 
clothing, and placed in boxes. 
A fter 
a week they are hatched either by ar­ 
tificial or natural heat. 
Unsalted eggs 
are more liable to disease, consumo 
more 
leaves, grow 
larger, and spin 
cocoons less large and thick than the 
salted kind.

“ ’The eggs are hatched by heat, but 
the heat must not be too great. When 
the mulberry begins to bud take tile 
egg cloths down, fold them once or 
twice, according to size (if folded too 
thick the heat of the body will not 
penetrate them), and wrap them in 
paper; during tile daytim e place them 
in the chests or backs of persona not 
doing hard work, lest the perspiration 
destroy tho eggs; during the night 
put them into the wadding of quilts, 
but do not lie on them. 
If the weather 
is warm they may also be kept in the 
quilts during the day.

tion ana supply In Berlin a real boon 
to a large class of people."

" 'The eggs are hatched by heat, but 


the heat must not be too great. When 
the mulberry begins to bud, take the 
egg cloths down, fold them once or 
twice, according to size (If folded too

he desired to offer some remarks 
on the amendment, its considera- 
tion was deferred. This pending 
amendment provides that none of 
the unallotted lands of the terri- 
tory shall be sold until after the 
tribal governments shall have 
passed out of existence.

How TO GR.OW SILKWORMS 


ONSUL HAYNES, of Nan- 
king, China, writing to tbe 
Department of Commerce 
and Labor on tbe subject 
of silk culture, gives tbe 
approved Chinese methods, 


In order tbat their success may be imi- 
tated in our Southern States, ..-where 
North Carolina is already stimulating 
the Industry. He says: 


"Tbe climate of several of our South- 


ern States is similar to that portion 
of China where mulberry trees grow 
most luxuriantly, where the silkworm 
is easisf raised, and where the finest 
and most silk is made. In many sec- 
tions of tbe South mulberry trees grow 
luxuriantly, but the American, called 
the most ingenious of men, allows the 
frost to destroy the leaves which, with 
a little energy and patience, could have 
been turned Into silk. He sends to the 
other side of the globe for that which 
might be grown on trees in his back 
yard. There are fortunes, seemingly/" 
In store for those who would try this 
experiment. Certainly, it would prove 
no more trouble than poultry raising, 
truck farming, or bee-keeping; in fact, 
It could be easily carried on in connec- 
tion with, any or several farm indus- 
tries. Already American manufactured 
silk has been sold in Europe. 
With 


home-raised raw silk the business of 
supplying foreign market's would be 
extended. 
As an Incentive to tbe 


awakening of this dormant potentiality 
a few facts are appended to show how 
Interesting this industry is, and how 
easily it could be followed 
This con- 


sulate wilt assist anjonp who wishes 
further information or any other ser- 
vice.possible to render in this connec- 
tion. 


"The lusang. or 'dompstic mulberry,' 


is cultivated In China in preference 
to all others for the silkworm. Most 
mulberry plantations are begun with 
the wild plant, to which the domestic 
is grafted. 
The spot chosen Is high 


and level, if possible, and should be 
•Ich. 
A wet soil is injurious to the 


roots. 
The vrees should be planted 


six or seven feet apart in holes one and 
one-half feet deep and three feet in 
diameter, wherein liqu il manure has 
>een placed. This, after 1lie roots have 
had the earth sifted and tightly pac-ked 
around them, obviates the nred of 
laiiy watering. In February the1 shoots 
are cut down to within one and one- 
half feet of the ground. Then two 
sprouts are allov, ed to grow, which, 
ty October, will be some flve or six 
eet high. 
"In February of the third year the 


upper parts are pruned to about one 
and one-third feet above the original 
stem. Again, on each branch only two 
ipronts are allowed to grow, which, 
by October, will also be five or six 
'eet high. These are pruned at the 
ame time, February, and at the same 
ength as the others. This process is 
'ontlnued for five years, after which 
hey are allowed to grow without prun- 
ng until May or June, when both 
temfi and leaves are cut off, and nre 
'ailed the first:* crop of mulberry for 
ceding. If all the leaves are not con- 
umed they should be cut off, or' else 
he next year's growth wilt be thin 
:ud small. 
Subsequently two sprouts 


inly are permitted to grow on the each 
uppermost branch, all sprouts below 
and on the trunk being rubbed off, so 
"hat in the fall there will be in all six- 
een branches to supply the next year's 
rop. The full-grown tree is about flve 
eet high, so that it can be easily cul- 
ivated and leaves gathered by any or- 
dlnary,-sized person. The longest-lived 
rees are said to last over fifty years. 
One tree will produce from seventy-five 
o 100 pounds of leaves. 
"Raw silk la China is produced from 
Ive kinds of worms: 
(1) Those that 


at mulberry leaves; (2) those eating 
ilnntbus leaves; (3) tho=<e feeding on 
ak tree leaves; (4) wild worms eaxing 
mulberry leaves; (5) and those feeding 
n a shrub (Xanthoxylon. alantum) 
ailed by the Chinese huatsino or pep- 
3ery 
flower.

vorms of this is very small in quan- 
Uy, and cannot be bought in the 
market. It is made into cloth for pri- 
'ate individuals, and when manufac- 
ured has a slight aroma, which the 
natives say makes it moth proof. 


'"An expert in silk at Canton wrote 


o the Swiss Government, saying tbore 
were so many different varieties of 
ilkworms in China that for an eiab- 


would be accessary. In Southern China 
tbe 'Taysaam' and- 'Lusljut' are gener- 
ally grown. 
The cocoons of the for- 


mer are said to be Inrger and of better 
quality that the latter, but the latter 
breeds oftener because hardier. The 
expert In Canton says that mulberry 
leaves are spread over the seed to pro- 
vide food immediately the worms are 
hatched, after 
which these leaves, 


thickly coverei} with worms, are placed 
on bamboo sticks and put on frames. 
In Nanking and the surrounding coun- 
try, one of the principal silk-growing 
regions of China, tbe seed are hatched 
in a box or on paper, from which, 
after being fed for some three weeks, 
they are attached to straws and re- 
quire no more feeding, but begin spin- 
ning thslr cocoons, which, when fin- 
ished, are boiled, ,to soften and kill the 
worms (larva). 
If not 
killed, this 


worm gnaws through the cocoon, ruin- 
ously cutting the threads. 
Silk raisers 


allow many to do this in order to get 
eggs, as they are laid, only by the 
liberated moth. The seed must be kept 
warm 
during 
winter. 
Occasionally 


they are carried in the pocket to re- 
ceive the warmth of the body, some- 
times in the bed, but generally In a 
box. Too much warmth hatches them 


"The silkworm's life is from forty- 


five to fifty days—flve spent in spin- 
ning, ten as a chrysalis in a cocoon, 
and the remainder ns a caterpillar, 
When first hatched, it is tiny and 
black; when ready to spin -it Is about 
two inches long. Hatching is in the 
morning and in a vt ell-ventilated room. 
Often mulberry-leaf dust is sprinkled 
on the paper, so that the fragrance of 
the leaf may attract the young. They 
ore then, transferred to a pan and 
placed in a dry, warm plnce. The eggs 
remaining on the paper are daily treat- 
ed in the same 
way 
until all are 


hatched. 
Flies should be carefully 


kept away from the woi-ms, they nlso 
dislike strangers and loud taJkiug. The 
ailments of silkworms are dne mostly 
to sudden changes of temperature. The 
let.ves should never be fed with the 
morning dew on them, 
and 
leaves 


pickec1 in the afternoon dry rapidly 
and o^erheat the worms. The leaves 
should be picked in theM'iorning, when 
the de~v has basn evaporated by tne 
sun. 
The blossoms of the wild silver 


flower (a species of honeysuckle) and 
licorice root stepped in water are tised 
to sprinkle over the mulberry leaves 
before they are given to the -young 
•worms. These are believed to be ef- 
ficacious in preventing the ordinary 
ailments of the worms. 


"Sometii IPS the eggs nre sprinkled 


with pulverized lime, which, being 
dusted off, is followed by a covering 
of cold baked salt and a soaking for 
"some ton days in cold tea. 
Afterwurdb 


clenn water is slowly poured over 
them to remove the salt. They' nre 
then dried, folded between wadded 
clothing, and placed in boxes. 
After 


a week they are haiched cither by ar- 
tificial or natural boat. Unsalted eggs 
are more liable to disease, consume 
more leaves, grow 
larger, and spin 


cocoons less large and thick than the 
salted kind. One of the rules compiled 
by the gentry of Cliien-P'lng for the 
cultivation of the silkworm is as fol- 
lows: 
-— 
" 'The eggs are hatched by heat, but 


the heat must not be too great. When 
the mulberry begins to bud, take the 
egg cloths down, fold them once or 
twice, according to size (if folded too 
thick the heat of the body will not 
penetrate them), and wrap them in 
paper; during the daytime place them 
in the chests or backs of persons not 
doing hard work, lest the perspiration 
destroy the eggs; during the night 
put them into \tip- wadding of quilts, 
but do not lie on them. If the weather 
is warm they may also be kept in the 
quilts during the day. In six or seven 
days the eggs will be hatchsd. If the 
quilts are used, th9 wadding must be 
new (old wadding does not retain 
heat). 
Should the season be late, de- 


lay the hatching a few days. 
When 


the worms appear they nre placed in 
a tray and covered with leaves. After 
eating for some days they take what is 
known as the first sleep. This over, 
they eat again for four or five days, 
and take a second sleep, all the while 
growing larger and consuming more. 
This continues until tbe fourth or final 
sleep, three days 
after 
which the 


worms, now about two inches long, are

who are skilled in the use of tbe needle 
and scissors and realize tbe full profit 
on tbe garment by making i> them 
selves to the customer's order. The 
best wolf-skin coats sell for 9150 and 
none for less than $100. The legs of 
tbe pelt cannot be i's>td and fo- a large 
coat ten skins are required. Extreme 
core must be taken of tie coats iu 
summer, however, to keep tlie moths 
out of the fur. They arc heavier than 
any sort of an ulster of cloth and re- 
main rnln-procf even after days of ex- 
posure.

cently, had one of those coats with a 
story, or rattier with twelve stories, 
ft i- there was ore attached to each of 
tbe many skins it was :uad: up of.

The Consul-General of typ United 


States at Berlin, Germany, Is" evidently 
getting used- to fotplsjn habits, for lie 
says: 
"Apart from the very general 


sentiment of respect for the horse »* 
an animal too noble and useful for tbe 
degradation of the slaughter-bouse.* 
there is perhaps no eoad reason why 
its flesh is tot as cle-m and nv.tritlou* 
as that of horned cattle, and the fact 
of its far greater cheapness in n coun- 
try where all meat Is so costly as It 
now is in Germany, makes tbe well- 
regulated system of horseflesh prepara- 
tion and supply in Berlin a real boon 
to a large class of people." 


Thus we learn that the choicest cut* 


of this class N>f food sell iu Berlin At 
from eight to ten cents per pound, 
"Meat from tbe forequarters or from 
any part of poor, old or inferior, horgcs 
sells as law as three or four cents. 
The liver is considered a delicate mor- 
sel and brings ten cents per pound. 


"The inferior pieces go Into the mill 


for the manufacture of those strongly 
spiced garlicky sausages that are tbe 
favorite food of many people IB Ger- 
many. In the better grades «f these 
sausages pork is mixed to give the 
requisite fatness. When sold for food 
in Berlin they must be plainly labeled 
horseflesh. 


"But outside the municipality thi« 


regulation is not enforced, so that 
quantities of Faufciiges made of horse- 
flesh, with only a small percentage of 
pork, veal or other than meat from 
the horse in their composition, are 
sold to the country districts or ex- 
ported to neighboring oouna-ies a» 
ordinary pork sausages."
